COL, WILKIE SAYS 
END OF FINANCIAL 
DEPRESSION NEAR 


President of Imperial Bank in 
Edmonton — Talks of 
Money Matters. 


SAYS GOOD CROP WILL 
AMELIORATE CONDITIONS 


Schemers . and Buccaneers 
Have. 


Tried to Destroy 
Canadian. Cities! Credit for 
Their Own Ends, 


That the financial depression which 
has hovered “over Canada for — the 
arcater pant of the past. year is slowly 
but surely. dying -a natural death, is 
the opinion of Gol. D, R. Wilkie 
president of the Imperial Bank of 
Canada, and newly elected president of 
the Bankers’ assoclatton. of Canada, 
‘who ts in Edmonton today on his bi- 
ennial visit through Western Canada. 

“Although I think that troublesome 
Uule war in dhe Balkans has had a 
great deal-tto do with our financial 
troubles here in Canada,” said Col. 
Wilkie, “the pedple of Western Can- 
ada must admit that they would not 
have been so hard hit had they mot 
been spending money that they did 
not have... The trouble out here seems 
to have becn caused ‘by too much “an- 
{lolpation.” 

‘“rhose concerns that have gone on 
dhe rocks during this litte depression 
Avould not have done s0 had thelr af- 
fairs been in the condition they. should 
haye been, You can sail a boat with 
4 44-foot draught over some treacher- 
ouseshoalsoAvyhentlie? tide is in, but 
whon;théitide goes out the rocks pro- 
trude-and trouble can only: be averted 
dy ‘sailing the Woat/in water of the 
proper depths no matter whether the 
tide is dn or out, or else sailing a boat 
with Jess draught. 

"1 think,” sald Col. Wilkle, — that 
there {s- entirely too much sald about 
the debentures of Canadian towns, We 
have bought ‘a ereat many of these 
bonds and:they have always been pald 
wvithlont drouble. Most of the dis- 
cussion and criticism relating to ‘bond 
issue Is created by buccaneers: who 
hope to ruin the credit of the cities in 
question, with a view to beating down 
the price of the: debentures for their 
own benefit. « The bonds of Canadian 
towns are all good, and it should not 
be necessary to make a great discount, 
as has been done fn many cases, 

“Yes,” continued Col. Witkiec, ‘when 
one travels through the country these 


~ days with perfect weather everywhere 


and the harvesting and threshing of 
one of the greatest’ crops -Western 
Canada has ever seen tn. frill. swing, 


{t-seems foolish to even speuk of. fin- 


anclal troubles...-The ‘farmers should 
certainly be op the easy side. The 
hanks stand ready: to loan money on 
arain in anticlpation of the crops; the 
new banking act permitting us to do 
so. - The banks have plenty of mo- 
ney also to lend for the carrying on of 
legitimate Dusiness. We are here for 
the business man, especially the far- 
mer, althouzh- he sometimes seems 
not to know ft." :

LEGISLATIVE FORECAST 


Loopholes in School Laws Will Probably Be Amended to Cover Up 
») Defaulting Treasurers Who Were Not Bonded—Truancy Act Will 
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Be Dealt With to Make it More Effective—Sawmill Men, Under- 
takery. School Teachers and Administrators of the Law Will Also 


Be Affected. 


The parliamentary program Inclides 
much legislation that 4s new, some 
that {s amendatory, and a great deal 
that is progressive. The proposed 
amendments. to the school laws are 
sof vital importance to ‘ald rural ‘school 
districts, Heretofore, treasurers of 
school districts have furnished — their 
own bonds. In cases where treasur- 
ers have defaulted or become. negli- 
gent, {t has usually Deen found that 
the trustees had neglec WW .bond 
them or thelr bondsmen werd: 6xeou- 
{fon proof. To cure, this jl} the’ pov- 
ernment proposes.to bond avery treas- 
urer and deduct. the cost of the prem- 
tum from the school grant. ‘Mis will 
afford protection to the government 
and ‘save the school trustees a lot of 
trouble. ‘The proposed amendments 
‘to the tnuanoy act will make this law 
more effective and easier to work. The 
present provisions have been found 
somewhat complicated. Still another 
proposed amendment provides a pen- 
alty for those who do mot hold certi- 
fleates and attempt to teach school. 
There have been many cases of this 
kind in which alleged teachers have 
proffered their services to school dis- 
‘tricts In need of a teacher and wlio 
were ‘willing to take any teacher they 
could get. The applicat would re- 
present that he or she was a certifled 
teacher, but the certificate had been 
mislaid or lost, and later It would de- 
velop that they never had certificates 
and were not competent, to teach, 


Concerning Magistrates aid Justices, 

A statute amendment is contemplat- 
ed which will place justices of the 
peace and police magistrates on the 
same plane as commissioners for tak- 
ing affidavits, {n that all commissions 
for Justices and magistrates ‘will auto- 
maticaNy expire .on December 34, 
1918, and every two years following 
the date of issue. Many Justices have 
moved or died and, in case of the for- 
mer, they neglected to leave thelr ad- 
dresses, This has necessitated a lot 
of umecessary olorical work with con-

House Will Likely. Prorogue... 
_ About Middle of October 


Waterways Legislation is the Biggest Thing Now Before the Legisla- 
ture—A Few Smaller Bills to Be Considered—House Adjourned 
Yesterday Afternoon Until Monday Afternoon—Woodman’s Lien 


Bill Received Second Reading. 


Business and brevity was the order 


of the day fn. the legislature yesterday. 
The session lasted less than an hour 
and a great deal was accomplished, 
The bill amending the insurance act, 
making the measure clearer, and the 
Woodman's lien bill were given their 
second reading and are now on thelr 
way to final passage without obstruc- 
tion. A few new bills were Introduced 
and others were read for the first time. 
Among the latter were the bill amend- 
ing the Medicine Hat charter and the 
amendments to the school laws. By 
request, the bill to validate certain by- 
laws of the town of Redcliffe, which 
was down for second reading, was laid 
aver unlll Monday. As forecasted, there 
Is Ikely.to be some argument — when 
this measure comes up. The house ad- 
journed until 4 o'clock on Monday 
afternoon. Most of the members went 
to their homes.

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THE EASTERN ATTITUDE OF 
PATERNALISM TOWARD THE WEST, 


“The ready reply of the Dominion gaverament to the demands of the west with regard 
to the control of the crown \ands,” says the Brantford Expositor, “has always been that the 
federal authority has a right to be recouped for the monies it has expended in the development 


of that part of the dominion.” 


This is exactly the eastern attitude, ind un attitude which, unfortunately, does appear 
{o eastern liberals to he wholly wrong, while it appears to eastern conservatives to be wholly 


right. 


The east has never been able to ouigrow the feeling that it is wet-nursing the west. 
The popular belief east of the lakes is that millions of good Ontario dollars have been poured 
unselfishly into the west as a sort of patrimony and thut the western provinces are still in 
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the juvenile class, remittance men, as it were, among the provinces. 


What the eastern Canadians appear unable to comprehend is that instead of the pros- 
perity pf the west having been built through the paternalism of the east the fact is that the 
development of the west by a people of whom 60 per cent. never, saw eastern Canada and 
with money the enormous percentay‘e of which came from London and New York, has been 
the salvation of the easizrn provinces end has made'their prosperity possible. Instead of the 
west owing the east anything which they have failed to repay, the exact contrary is the 
case; the east has been gathering, (Arough the medium of the tariff, enormous revenue from 


the west, hoth to the government and to its m 


never repaid and never will be. 


In spite of this fact the eastern provinces, which already own and control their own 
resources, persist in retaining control through the dominion parliament of the western re- 


sources as well. 


GREATER UNIFORMITY 
IN CREDIT LAWS. 

While Alberta is by no means the (province 
which should be cluttering its statutes with laws 
designed to protect the creditor class in business, 
the proposal which is certain to came up in this 
session of the legislature to remake the credit laws 
of Alberta so as to bring them into greater uniform- 
ily with the credit laws of other provinces will meet 
with general approbation. !

In the waters off Newfoundland and 
Nova Scotia, wheré Wenso. fogs and 
mountains of fee ‘have often brought 
death and disaslerto those who ‘go 
down to the sea in ships, four White 
Star liners have felt the heavy hand 
of Rather Neptune. ' The first of those 
disasters befell the, White Star steam- 
er Arctic 59 years ago today. The 
vessel, en route from Liverpool to 
New York, with more than 400 per- 
sons on board, was struck, when about 
65 miles off Cape Race, by the French 
sleamer Vesta. ‘The Arctic was injur- 
ed so seriously ‘that she quickly filled 
With water, and went down in about 
three hours, carrying with her over 
350 persons. “Less than 50 syere 
saved. A dense fog prevailed at ithe 
time of the coNision. In 1873 7 the 
White Star liner Atlantic was caught 
in a storm and wrecked on the Nova 
Scotia’ coast, and of;976 persons on 
board, 547 perished.: Third of the

TODAY WE CELEBRATE 


ARARAT, NOAH’S LANDING PLACE, 
LONG DEFIED MOUNTAIN CLIMBERS 


Ararat; (he Armenian peak on which 
Noah js supposed to have landed af- 
ter his voyage in the ark, was first lus- 
cended by Dr. Parrot, who reached 
the summit of Greater Ararat on Sept. 
27, 1829, just 84 years ago today. For 
centuries the sacred mountain had de- 
fled the efforts of the mountain climb- 
ers, and the Christian ecclesiastics of 
Armenia asserted, as an article of 
faith, that Jehovah had made the peak 
iis earthly home, and that no ‘human 
could possibly reach the top and es- 
cape divine vengeance. When Dr. 
Parrot declared that he had accom- 
plished the ascent, ‘the priests refus- 
ed to beliéve him, and they cling to 
this: attitude of skepticism in spite of 
the fact that dozens of explorers have 
since slood on ithe top of Greater 
Ararat, and gazed oul over Armenia 
from an altitude of over: 17,000 feet. 
James Bryce, former British ambas- 
sador to the United States, climbed 
Greater Ararat in September, 1876, 
making the ascent alone. The Rus- 
sian governor ‘had supplied him with 
an escort, but. they were still 5,000 
feet short of tha summit when, over- 
come with superstitious fear of God's 
vengeance, they refused to go on. Mr. 
Bryce described the summit as a little 
plain of snow, silent and desolate, with 
a bright green sky above, and the view 
as stern and monotonous. 

Nakhitchevan, or Nakhikhevan, — Ar- 
menta, on the slopes of Ararat’s greal- 
er peak, claims to be the oldest town 
in the world. The name of the rude 
little village means ‘He descended 
here,'.and the townspeople allege that 
on that very spot Noah disembarked 
With this family and animals and set 
‘up housekeeping, ‘planted the vitie;"’ 
made wine and celebrated with a 
“spree.” This theory Is borne out’ by 
the statement in Genesis that ‘the ark 
rested upon the mountains of Ara- 
rat.’ The tomb of Noah’s better 
half is at the base of Ararat, and a 
fragment of ‘the “true ark’ is pre- 
served in an Armenian monastery. 
Noah was not buried in the “world's 
olfest city," but near Damascus. He 
Was a very large man, the ndtives will 
tell you, and as proof, point to his sup- 
posed grave, which {s nearly £0 feet In 
length. The Armenians also locate the 
Garden of Eden near Ararat. |. 

Since Noah started the work of re- 
populating a downed world, Mount 
Ararat's slopes have been a hattle- 
sround for contending hosts. Assyr- 
jans, Medes and Persians conquered 
Armenia in turn. The Greek kings of 
Syria ruled the country for.a time, and 
then came the legions of Rome. The 
Parthians next. subjected the country, 
but later the Roman ascendency was 
restored. In ¢he third century Ar- 
menia was added to the Persian em- 
pire, was reconquered by the Greeks. 
Mongols and Turks next fought over 
the unhappy land,’ and the Persians 
again enjoyed a brie? rule. In 1604 
it became Turkish territory, and so 
remaived until Russia forced a divis- 
fon of Armenia jn 1878, 

Since the first century the ‘Armen- 
jas have ‘been Ghristians, and have 
clung to that faith despite the perse- 
cutions visited “upon them by — fol- 
lowers .of other religions. For many 
years the Armenians. have been sub- 
Jected to massacre and outrage by 
their Moslem masters, and the end is 
not yet. Out of the welter of war 
in the near east, the friends of Ar- 
menia ‘have hoped that some one | 


might come to the oppressed people. 

So far the hope has not been realized. ! 
Mount Ararat, the earthly home:2f To-| 
hovah, still looks down upon a ray- 

aged, tortured, unhappy and perpetual- 

‘ly persecuted people.

Committee Appointed for Drafting o! of New Rules for all Passenger 
Boats Plying on all Waters to Have Sufficient Number of Well 
Equipped Boats to Carry All Passengers to Points of Safety With 
Sufficient Provisions to Last Them for a Definite Length of Time. 


Ottawa; “Sept. 27—Wihen on April 
{st next tho session is held to draft 
regulations. goyerning . navigation for 
the year 1914 passengers on. forelgn- 
going coasting and inland ves- 
sels registered in Canada will travel 
with the knowledge and sense of 
security that their jives are protected 
by the strictest life saving rules ever 
enforced in the history of Ganadian 
navigation, ; 

The hoard Of sleamship inspection 
has just concluded drafting life saving 
appliances for all Canadian — vessels, 
which contain radical changes from 
the old order of things, and which, If 
approved by othe government and 
strickly enforced, wit! make sea travel 
almost as safe as an inteHigent super- 
vision by the government can make It. 

The new reguiations. grew out of 
the world-wide demand for reform in 
marine rules, following the ‘Titanic 
disaster, and will go Jnto force at the 
opening of navigation next spring, 

Particularly important are the 
changes with regard to vessels con- 
stricted to carry passengers. ‘The

is that they be required to carry life 
boats ‘Sin such number and of such 
capacity as shall be sufficient to ac- 
commodate the total number of per- 
sons which the ship Js certified to 
carry.”’

‘to protect loss of life from ‘acelder’s 
at sea, 

Mr. Hazen, minister of marine and 
fistieries, is planning to make the 
Canadian rules for the navigation of 
the great lakes uniform with the 
American rules, and new. draft regu- 
lations have been drawn up which wth 
be sent to ‘all navigatlon companies and 
others Interested for suggestions and 
criticisms, At presont there Is con- 
siderable difficulty bebween the Can- 
adian and American rules for naviga- 
tion which has resulted In constierable 
confusion and In accldents upon occa- 
stons, 

There is a drastic rule proposed in 
regard to the use of searchiights. It 
{gs as follows: ‘Any master or pilot of 
any steam vessel who shall flash or 
cause to be flashed the nays of the 
searchlight into the pilot house of a 
passing vessel shall be deemed gullty 
of misconduct, and shall be liable to 
have his certificate suspended or re- 
voked.”

Why, 
then, should we follow the fetish of 
aerial Infection, and enter no protest 
against the arguments used in favor of 
pavilion hospitals with all their at- 
tendant — ineonveniences and wnneces- 
sary expense, especially where in win- 
ler extremes as low as 40 degrees are 
reached? Why should we not be able 
to raise the standard of nursing and 
attendants’ eMelency to such a degree 
that we can duplicate the results 
achieved In the hospitals quoted, 

“The plans here shown have been 
prepared for the new Edmonton isola- 
tion hosnital, and follow in some re- 
speets the new Winnipeg hospital, in 
the building of which, I understand, it 
was decided, after careful considera- 
lion, not to follow the pavilion. prin- 
ciple, but to build a solid building of 
five storeys, as more’ suitable to the 
climatic conditions of Western Canada. 

“These plans are not by any means 
the plans of the ideal hospital, with 
glass partitions and many fully and 
expensively equipped {Individual wards, 
but while the money voted will not 
permit of the uilding of a Pasteur 
instilute, or a similar hospital, there Is 
no reason why the same methods used 
with such marked success in such {n- 
stitutions should not be. used In 
moderately expensive hospitals to as

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Sufficient Coal is Now Blocked Out in. a Number of Local Mines to 
Provide Fuel for City With a Population of a Quarter of a Million 


People—Coal Mining and How 


A trip of inspection through any of 


Jihe*coal mines surrounding Edmonton 


should be sufficient to conyinee any- 
onc that nalure hag made ample pra- 
vision in the way of fuel for a oily 
With a population of at least a quarter 
of a million people, It is not generally 
known even by those who claim Ed- 
monton as their home city that there 
are such wonderful woal seams lying 
beneath the surface. It Is one of the 
functions of the Industrial commission- 
ers’ office to see that prospective sel- 
tlers and interested publie men who 
may be here only on a visit are given 
a look Into one or more of the coa! 
mines either within or surrounding tha 
cily, 

Owing to the convenient location of 
the Twin Cily Coal company’s property 
adjoining S‘cona Hill, it is one of the 
mines oftetr visited by those’ interested 
in seeing how the coal ts mined. ‘Nails 
company {s at present mining on two 
levels, The first seam: of coal is lo- 
caled at a depth of 80 feet below the 
surface and is about 4% feet in width, 
The second seam js located 167 feet be- 
low the surface and is from 514 to 
6 feet in width, — The main entry on 
the second level has been opened up 
for a distance of 2,000 feet, with eross 
entries driven off every 800 feet, Five 
of these cross entries have already been 
completed and ata distance of 440 feat 
from the main entry other parallel tun- 
nels are peing opened up, 

When the entire property, consist- 
ing of 866 acres, has been blocked 
out in this method on the second level, 
the entire coal deposits will be mined, 
It is estimated that there Is sufficient 
dal on this one level to keep the com- 
pany mining for a period of 18 years. 

A third seam has been located on 
the property at a depth of 195 feet 
from: the surface and. the thickness of 
{he deposit is increased to about seven 
feet. ‘The quality of the coal on-all 
levels {s first class and the company 
has’ been supplying the city power 
house wilh a number of cars daily un- 
der contract. 

The coal is mined by the use of radia® 
coal cutting machines, With these 
machines it Is possible to cut into the 
faze a distance of fiye feet and to a 
depth of elght feet. The cutter leaves 
a cut about four inches in width. The 
coal is then blasted out with the aid 
of monoble powder, picked down. by 
the miners, loaded Into mine ears and, 
hanled and dumped Into the bins shown 
in the accompanying illustration, 

The miners usually work jn’ eight 
hour sbifts, three shifts being required 
to fill the 24 hour day. The miners 
work on a contract basis and make an 
average of from §4.00 to $5.00 per 
day, 

The question of the proper ventila- 
lion of a coal mine is the one that does 
not always appear clear to the aver- 
age citizen, who usually has the idea 
that the prevalence of a certain amount 
of gas in the coal must- make the un- 
derground work very unhealthy, At 
the-Twin City mine the ventilation is 
produced by a Sheldon fan operated 
at the top of the air shaft. This fan 
circulates 25,000 cubic feet of air por 
minute through the underground work- 
ings end forces out the impure air, In 
this way It is possible to keep the air 
Quite fresh at all hours of the day or 
night, A rigid inspection fs 
every week by the government inspee- 
for and no unsanitary or dangerous 
conditions are allowed to exist in con- 
nection with the operations of the coal 
mines, 

The present equipment of the Twin 
City Mine is being doubled by the in- 
Stallation of a new compressor, «115 
new mine ears and complete mine 
equipment to bring the daily oulpul up 
from 250 tons to over 600 tons, ‘The 
new compressor has a capacity of 600 
feet of free air per minute and. this 
Will be sufficient to operate four of tha 
coal cutting machines, / 

When the coal is loaded jnto fhe 
mine cars by the miners it is hauled 
lo the shaft by horses alongs a narrow 
gauge railway track.: ‘The horses used 
for this work are stabled continuously 
underground where yery comfortable 
stables are provided for them. The 
mine is electrically lighted and the 
cily water is piped down to the stables 
for the horses, Everything is made so 
comfortable for the antinals in the eoal

experience and: energy of the grov= | 

Previous experienoo in horticulture 
and agriculture is valuable, but many 
experienced men who possess, the ne- 
cessary adaptability and° energy have . 
made a success of the work from the ‘i 
start~as other crops may be grown on 
the land from the first year while the 
young. trees are growing. 

Mixed’ Farming Important
